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‘CONCERNING JOHN LAPHAM AND SOME OF HIS DESCENDANTS 
By Mary W. Peckham of Santa Barbara, Calif. 


On May 16, 1903, there was published in the Newport, 
R.I., Mercury, an article written by the late Stephen 
Farnum Peckham of Brooklyn, N.Y., entitled "Concerning 
John Lapham and Richard Scott and Some of their Des- 
cendants." These two families, prominent among Rhode 
Island Friends, were united when Augustus Lapham, a des- 
cendant of Johnl Lapham in the fourth generation, and 
Mary Scott, a descendant of Richard+ Scott in the sixth 
generation, were married on April 6, 1775, in the 
Friends' Meeting House at Providence, R.I. Prof. Peck- 
ham states that in the family of Augustus Lapham, who 
was his great-grandfather, there was an old family rec- 
ord, made by Augustus Lapham and preserved by his des- 
cendants, entitled "Some Account of the Family of Lap- 
ham taken down in the year 1782." In this Account it 
was related that:# 

"John Lapham, the first we find any account of in 
America, came from Devonshire, England, a weaver by 
trade, to Providence, at which place he married Mary 
Mann, daughter of William Mann, and settled near bury- 
ing place hill. The Indian War breaking out they were 


*S. F. Peckham quoted only a part of this old Account, probably 
from a copy known to have been in the family of his grandmother, 
Eunice (Lapham) Farnum. The writer has quoted the entire Account 
as given in a copy preserved in the family of Job Scott Mann of 
Smithfield, R. I., a grandson of Augustus Lapham. It is evident 
that copies have been in the possession of Lapham descendants other 
than those of Augustus Lapham. In 186, the Hon. Increase A. lap- 
ham of Milwaukee, Wis., issued a Lapham Chart in which he quoted 
from the Augustus Lapham Account. e late Emory D. Lapham of East 
Rochester, N. Y., left, at his death in 1927, the manuscript of a 
Lapham Genealogy containing some five thousand descendants of John@ 
and Mary (Russell) Lapham. This manuscript is owned by the St. 
Petersburg, Florida, Public Library. In his introduction he men- 
tions the Account written down by Augustus Lapham, partly in 1762, 
and the remainder in 1819. 

These three sources will be referred to herein as the Lapham 


Account, the Lapham Chart, and the Lapham Mss. 
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obliged to retire to Rhode Island and their house was 
burned by the Indians.

"Thomas, their second son, after arriving at man's 
estate, built a house in Providence on one of the seven- 
acre lots toward the lower end of the town near where 
Dr. Gibbs has since lived but soon after died a single 
man well beloved by his neighbors. 

"William, the third son, lived to grow up, fell into 
a melancholy state of mind and put an end to his life 
by hanging himself to a tree. 

"John, the eldest son, married Mary Russell, daughter 
of Joseph Russell of Dartmouth, whose wife was Elizabeth 
Fobes of the family of Fobes at Bridgewater and sister 
of William Fobes in Seconnet, by whom John had five sons 
and nine daughters, viz.: Elizabeth, John, Thomas, Re- 
becca, Joseph, Mary, Frances, Benjamin, Ruth, Bathsheba, 
Joshua, Hannah, Sylvia and Elizabeth. 

"Elizabeth, the eldest, married Amos Taber of Dart- 
mouth by whom she had two children, Hannah and Jethro, 
and died from fever when her son was about three months 
old. 

"John, the second child, married Desire Howland, 
daughter of Benjamin Howland of that town, by whom he 
had two sons and one daughter, Benjamin, Jonathan and 
Jemima. His wife died in the year 1760 odd. He has 
since married a widow White and now lives at the Nine 
Partners. He has lived some part of his life at Smith- 
field near Providence. 

"Thomas, the third child, married Abigail Wilbur, 
daughter of Benjamin Wilbur, by whom he had four sons 
and five daughters, viz.: Sylvia, David, Phebe, Abigail, 
Thomas, Bathsheba, Jethro, Augustus and Lillis. David 
died when near twenty one, Abigail at the same time aged 
about sixteen, and both were buried in one grave. Lil- 
lis died when eight months old. The others all lived to 
marry and have children. He died when near seventy four 
and his wife Abigail about the same age. 

"Rebecca, the fourth child, married Barnabas Howland 
of Dartmouth, son of Benjamin Howland, by whom she had 
two sons and four daughters. All lived to marry and 
have children. 

"Joseph, the fifth child, married Mary Ballou, daugh- 
ter of Jonathan Ballou of Smithfield, by whom he had 
nine children, viz.: Abner, Rebecca, Amy, Lovina, Naomi, 
John, [Frances], Mary and Abigail. Amy died aged one 
year, nine months. Lovina died in her seventeenth year. 
Naomi lived only two weeks. The others all married and 
had children. He now lives in Cumberland. 

"Mary, the sixth child, at about twenty years of age 
grew melancholy and became delirious but not very troub- 
lesome. She lives now at Glocester with her niece. 
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"Frances, the seventh child, married Nathan Bowdish, 
son of William Bowdish of Dartmouth, by whom she had two 
children. Both are married and now live at Oblong. 

"Benjamin, the eighth child, married Lydia Ballou, 
daughter of Samuel Ballou of Smithfield, by whom he had 
three children, James, Mary and Lydia. They are all de- 
ceased and their mother also. He married the second 
time Mary Mann, daughter of John Mann of Smithfield, by 
whom he had ten children, viz.: Lydia, Sarah, Stephen, 
Gideon, George, Elizabeth, Abigail, Silas, Benjamin and 
Ruth. All are living except Gideon. Silas, Lydia,Sarah 
and Stephen are married. They moved from Smithfield to 
Hoosac about twelve years ago. 

"Ruth, the ninth child, married Seth Sherman, son of 
Daniel Sherman of Dartmouth, by whom she had two sons 
and three daughters of which one son died young. The 
other children all married. She died about 1758. 

"Bathsheba, the tenth child, married John Gifford, 
son of Benjamin Gifford. They now live at the Nine 
Partners. 

“Joshua, the eleventh child, married Hannah Sherman, 
daughter of David Sherman of Dartmouth, by whom he had 
ten children, all living but one. He now lives at Hoo- 
sac. 

"Hannah, the twelfth child, married three husbands, 
Joseph Brown, Jacob Aldrich and Richard Estes. The last 
is now living. She had four children by Joseph Brown. 
They are all living. 

"Silvia, the thirteenth child, died young. 

"Elizabeth, the fourteenth child, lived to marry, had 
one child and died. Her husband's name was Benjamin 
Sherman, son of Thomas Sherman of Dartmouth. 

"Nicholas (son of John! Lapham) lived till old and 
marr‘ed Mary Arnold, daughter of John Arnold of Smith- 
field, and had three sons and two daughters, viz.: Abi- 
gail, Solomon, Rebecca, Nicholas and Arnold. Rebecca 
died after a woman grown, unmarried. Arnold became non 
compos mentis. The others ell married. 

"Mary (daughter of Johnl Lapham) married Charles Dyer 
who settled a little west of Providence. They had six 
children, viz.: Charles, Mary, John, Samuel, Elizabeth 
and William."

"The oldest, Silvia, married Ephraim Whipple by whom 
she had three sons and one daughter, David, Job and Eph- 
raim. She was divorced from him and then married Solo- 
mon Lapham, son of Nicholas Lapham of Dartmouth, by 
whom she had six children, viz.: Kebecca, Thomas, Rhoda, 
William, Dutee and Ruth who all moved into the country 
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except William. He now lives in Glocester where his 
father moved. All of Solomon's children are married and 
have children. 

"The next was Phebe who married Elezar Ballou, son of 
Saruel Bellou of Smithfield, by whom she had eleven chil- 
dren, viz.: Lydia, David, Jesse, Susanna, Jirah, Char- 
lotte, Orvilla, Roena, Prussia, Arba and an infant who 
died younr. 

"Thomas married Mary Harris, daughter of Jonathan 
Harris of Smithfield, by whom he had eight children, 
William, David, Jonathan, Olive, Job, Chloe, Isaac and 
Phebe. 

"Bathsheba married a son of Stephen Wilcox of Dart- 
mouth, by whom she had nine children, Willard, Wilbur, 
William, Elizabeth, Phebe, Mary, Asenath, Josiah and 
Bathsheba. 

"Jethro married Amy Bassett, daughter of Joseph Bas- 
sett. She died after having three children, viz.: Abi- 
fail, Jesse and Levi who married and had children. He 
married a second wife, Sarah Whipple of Glocester, but 
had no children by her. 

"Augustus, who writes this Account, married Mary 
Scott, daurhter of John Scott of North Providence, by 
whom he had nine children, Amos, Lydia, Sarah, Ruth, 
Thomas, David, Abigail, Eunice and Hannah. Sarah died 
aged sixteen of fever. Ruth died aged fifteen and a 
half years of the sare disease. Thomas died aged five 
months, three days. Hannah died aged two years, seven 
months. 

"Vy brother Thomas lost three children. William and 
David lived till men grown and died of consumption. 
Chloe died of throat ale aged sixteen years." 


This old Account is of special interest because it 
gives the surname of Elizabeth, wife of Joseph@ Russell 
of Dartmouth, Mass. The early records of the John Lap- 
ham family are found, with a few except’ons, in Dart- 
mouth, Mass., Rhode Island, Berkshire County, Mass., 
and New York State. A comparison of these records with 
the Augustus Lapham Account shows only a few differences 
between them, and these may be due to the persons who 
made the copies; the copies also have a few differences 
between themselves. 


1. John! Lapham, born 1635 (he testified in 1680 
that he was ||5 or thereabouts); died at Dartmouth, Mass., 
1710. His will was made 5 Dec. 1709, ;roved 5 April 
1710 (Bristol Co., Mass., Probate Recs., vol. 2, p.276]. 
He married at Providence, R.I., 6 April 1673, Mary Mann, 
born 16);0, died at Dartmouth after 1710, daughter of 
William and Frances (Hopkins) Mann. 
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Mann Line: William Mann came to New England from Yeo- 
vilton and Ilchester, co. Somerset, England. He was ac- 
tive among the early Friends at Providence, where he 
died about 1650. Frances Hopkins was born at Yeovilton, 
28 May 1614, died 26 Feb. 1700 at Dartmouth, at the home 
of her son-in-law, John Lapham. She was the daughter of 
William and Joan (Arnold) Hopkins. Joan Arnold was the 
sister of William Arnold, original proprietor of Provi- 
dence and early settler of Pawtuxet, R. I. He came to 
New England in 1645; in his party were his niece, Frances 
(Hopkins) Mann, her husband William Mann, and her brother 
Thomas Hopkins. The latter was the great-grandfather of 
Stephen Hopkins, Governor of Rhode Island and Signer of 
the Declaration of Independence. He was also the great- 
grandfather of Esek Hopkins, the first Commander-in-Chief 
of the American Navy. Before coming to New England, the 
Arnold, Hopkins and Mann families were neighbors in Yeo- 
vilton and Ilchester in England.

S. F. Peckham writes: “John Lapham appeared in Provi- 
dence about 1660. He was an ardent Quaker and soon be- 
came actively identified with the sect in Rhode Island, 
though there are no records known to me that he was sub- 
ject to persecution amounting to personal violence. He 
lived in a house near the North Burying Ground, then on 
a hill at the north suburbs of the town. At the out- 
break of King Philip's War, in 1676, when Providence was 
burned, John Lapham's house was burned and he fled to 
Newport with most of the inhabitants of Providence. 

"1673. John Lapham was freeman in Providence and 
Deputy to the General Court; in 1675 he was constable. 

"1682. He went to Dartmouth, Mass. 

"1699, Jan. 6. At a meeting held at John Lapham's 
house in Dartmouth the following agreement was made: ‘At 
a mants meeting in the town of Dartmouth, the 6 day of 
the 11 month 1698-9, at the house of John Lapham, wee 
underwritten, Peleg Slocum, Jacob Mott, Abraham Tucker 
and John Tucker; the day of the year above written, un- 
dertake to build a meeting house for the people of God 
in Scorn called Quakers, 45 foot long, 30 foot wide and 
1 foot studs, to worship and serve the true and living 
God in according as they are persuaded in Continence 
they Ought to Do, and for no other use, Interest or pur- 
pose, but as afores'd and when one or more of us decease,

then immediately the survivors Choose others in our 
room, together with the Consent of the assembly of the 
s'd people, so to be and Remain to us and them forever 
as afores'd, which s'd House shall be completely fin- 
ished at or before the 10 day of the 8 month next In- 
suing the date hereof. 

‘In witness hereto wee subscribe our names with our 
own hands. And further wee of said Society of .people 
toward the building of said House of our own free will 
Contribute as followeth:

"This was the originel Apponegansett Meeting House, 
the first Friends' Meeting House built in Dartmouth. 
Since then another and larger one has been built on the 
same spot. The House was built the same year. At one

On 20 Mar. 1661, he bought 
from the attorney of Miles Standish, his share of the 
town of Dartmouth, Mass., and thereafter he lived at 
Dartmouth. There is no proof that John Russell of Marsh 
field and Dartmouth was related to Ralph Russell of 
Taunton, Mass.

S. F. Peckham writes: "The prominent Russel’s of Bedfor’ an? 
vicinity were descended from the twin, brothers, Joseph? and John3 
Russell. Joseph? and his son, Joseph4, were the founders of New 
Bedford and the whale fishery. The latter presented to New Bedford 
Friends the lot on which their Meeting House stands. Joseph? and 
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Josephs sent the first whale ship around Cape Horn into the Pacific 
ean."

John? and Mary (Russell) Lapham were probably married 
in the Apponegansett Meeting House in Dartmouth. Austin 
states (Gen. Dict. of Rhode Island, p. 120) that John@ 
Lapham was of Dartmouth and Smithfield, R. I., and that 
he was treeman in Smithfield in 1744. Although the iand 
records of Smithfield show that he owned considerable 
ijand in Smithfield, much of which he sold to his sons 
when they settled there, it is doubtful if he himself 
went there until the latter part of his life. All of 
his fourteen children were born in Dartmouth and most 
of them were married there. When his daughter, Hannah, 
married Joseph Brown, 27 June 1751, he was still calied 
"John of Dartmouth." 

The Lapham Account mentions no second marriage of 
John¢ Lapham, but there is strong probability that after 
the death of his wife, Mary (Russell) Lapham, he went to 
Smithfield and that he married there a second time. On 
25 March 1754s Thomas Lapham, "of Smithfield in the 
county of Providence, Colony of Rhode Island," sold land 
in Smithfield to John Lapham, “of the same Town, County 
and Colony." (Smithfield Deeds, 4:369.) John Lapham 
und Elizabeth Buxton, “both of Smithfield," were married 
4d 3m 1756 (Smithfield Friends' Recs.). Only John@ or 
his son, John3, could have been the John Lapham of these 
records, und John? Lapham and his wife, Desire (Howland) 
Lapham, were both living at this time at Nine Partners, 
N.Y., where they had removed from Smithfield. 

Elizabeth Buxton was the widow of Samuel Buxton of 
Smithfield who died there in June 1754. On 25 March 
1758, John Lapham of Smithfield sold to Joshua Lapham 
a tract of itand in Smithfield, his wife, Elizabeth, con- 
senting and signing the deed with a mark (Smithfield 
Deeds, :25). In the will of Samuel Buxton, Jr., made 
<2 Sept. 1774, he made provision for the maintenance of 
"my honored mother, Elizabeth Lapham" (Smithfield Pro- 
bate, 1769-1797, p- 132). This would indicate that John 
Lapham died in Smithfield after 1758 and before 17'7.

* JOHN BARNARD, THE BLACKSMITH, OF HARTFORD 
By H. Minot Pitman, A.B., LL. B., F.A.S.G. 


Hinman's Early Puritan Settlers of Connecticut, page 
134, states: "Barnard, John, known on the Hartford rec- 
ords, as John the blacksmith, came late to Hartford." 

It goes on to say that the wife of John Barnard died at 
Hartford, July 8, 1755; that he married Catherine Case 
of East Hartford; and that he died about 1771. 

The large four-volume manuscript genealogy of the 
Barnard Family, by Frank Barnard King, at the New York 
Genealogical and Biographical Society, says: "John Bar- 
nard came to Hartford about 1740 but from what place is 
not known. There were other families of the same name 
living there at the same time to whom he was undoubtedly 
related. He purchased land of John Day in Hartford, 
March 15, 1732/3....-He m. Mary, daughter of John Case 
and Sarah Arnold and granddaughter of Richard Case of 
East Hartford. She was b. 1711 and d. July 8, 175). He 
m. 2dly, Katherine Case of East Hartford. He d. Feb. 
11, 1771. 

"Katherine the widow of John Barnard married a second 
husband at a distance in 1777, for which reason she 
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asked to be released as administratrix....Distribution 
of the Estate of John Barnard to the heirs and widow, 
July 15, 1780, mentions John, eldest son; Samuel, second 
son; Katherine, widow of sd dec'd; Ashbel, third son; 
George, fifth son; son William (fourth son); Elizabeth 
Lewis, second daughter (m. John Lewis of Litchfield); 
heirs of Mary Powell (dec'd wife of Cyprian Powell)...." 

According to this manuscript account, the children of 
John Barnard, born at Hartford, were:

To return to John Barnard, the blacksmith, the fol- 
lowing records show his parentage. The History of the 
Second Church of Christ in Hartford, p. 315, records un- 
der baptisms: "John ye son Of Elizabeth Church she hav- 
ing a little before made publique confession of her mis- 
carriage and openly owned the Covenant, March 4, 1704/5." 

The Hartford County Court Records, Vol. 6 (labeled 
1697-1700), at pp. 269-270, contain the following, 

Sept. 1705: “Elizabeth Church of Hartford, Single woman 
e+ of law by comiting Fornication....appeared.. 
eeeeand Confessed the Fact. {she is fined 50 shillings.) 
Samuel Church of Hartford Taylor....bound [to pay her 
fine]. John Barnard appeared....he did not account him- 
self the Father of the Childe....This Court...Do adjudge 
the said John Barnard to be the reputed Father of the 
said Childe begotten of the said Elizabeth Church..... 
(He is to. pay 2s. 6d. pr week for the maintenance of the 
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child for four years after the birth of the same.] The 
said Childe was born March 34 1704/5. The said John 
Barnard and his Brother Joseph Barnard before this Court 
eeeeDound..eein a recognizance of Fifty pounds." The 
Court goes into the reasons for finding John Barnard the 
reputed father: Elizabeth had repeatedly accused him and 
no other. The midwife reported that she accused him in 
travail, etc. (The Connecticut lew, originally passed 
in 1692, required in such cases that the mother be "con- 
stant in the charge in travail and at all times"—and 
this is still the State law.) 

The father of John Barnard, the blacksmith, is thus 
revealed as Sergt. John Barnard, baptized at the Second 
Church, Hartford, 20 March 1669/70, son of Bartholomew 
and Serah (Birchard) Bernard of Hartford. He married 
Sarah » end his will, dated 40 May 1732, proved 
12 Feb. 1734/5, leaves bequests to his wife Sarah and 
cousins John and Joseph Alcott, and mentions no children. 

His father, Bartholomew Barnard, married at Hartford, 
25 Oct. 1647, Sarah, born about 1626, ‘daughter of Thomas 
end Mary Birchard (Burchard) of Roxbury and Hartford. He 
was probably the Bartholomew Barnard, baptized 27 March 
1627, son of Bartholomew Barnard, carpenter, who came 
from St. Margaret's, Westminster, England, was at York, 
Maine, 1637, and at Boston after 167, and married first, 
12 Aug. 1626, Alice Weedon, and second, at Boston after 
1664, Jane Laxton ([Noyes-Libby-Davis, Gen. Dict. of 


Maine and New Hampshire). : 
The the blacksmith, must have 
been Elizabeth, baptized 27 Dec. 167, daughter of John 


and Sarah (Beckley) Church, who, according to Descen- 
dants of Simeon Church, married Jonathan Clark. The 
Statement of her marriege, however, has not been verified 
by the present writer.

The surname Acye was often spelled Asee in the early 
records, Acie and Acye in the later ones. The origin 
of the family was found in Yorkshire in the neighboring 
parishes of Kirk Elle and Cottingham, and the baptismal 
record of the emigrant, William Acye, has been found in 
the former. It is believed likely, but not proved,that 
the following were brothers and sisters:

It may be 
seen that the only 'clue' lies in the fact of an unusual 
name being found in connection with this parish, which 
is in harmony with the experience of the contributor in 
regard to most of Col. Banks's ‘clues' which he has at- 
tempted to investigate from this widely tooted work.|] 


The foregoing note was written by Professor Hazen and evidently 
refers to Topomrgen cat Dictionary of 2885 English Emigrants to 
New England . the e r’s experience forces agree 
that many of the clues given by Colonel Banks are not very help- 
ful. However, some are valuable and important, and in the present 
case Colonel Banks was not far afield as to the locale of the Acye 
family in England. 


Perhaps it is unfortunate that the Dictionary was published 
in its present form, and without warning as to the extent of its 
usefulness. Col. Banks drew his data from many printed sources, 
of varying degrees of trustworthiness, as well as from his own 
extensive searching in English documentary sources. No distinc- 
tion is made hetween proved identifications, strong probabilities 
ani mere clues. Interrogation points which Col. Banks placed in 
his manuscript adjacent to weak clues are often omitted in the 
printed book. It cannot be too often reiterated that the Diction- 
ary is not holy writ but a genealogist's working tool. The stated 
of origin of emigrants should not be understood as proved, 
but rather as tentative or suggestive, until they have been inves- 
tigated and verified. --D.L.d. 
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“BROUWER BEGINNINGS 


By William J. Hoffman, M.Mech.Eng., of La Plume, Penn.

6. Jacobus@Brouwer, son of Adam Brouwer Berchoven 
and Magdalena Jacobs Verdon, “of Gowanus," as indicated 
at his marriage. He died before April 430, 1707, for in 
a deed of that date he is said to be deceased (see under 
his brother Nicolaes). He married at Breuckelen (Brook- 
lyn) Jan. 29, 1682 (int. NYDR Jan. 8, MDC:50; Jan. 5, 
Fl.Fr. 12) Anna Bogardus, y.d. from N.Y., residing at 
Gowanus, & daughter of Willem Bogardus and Wynke Sy- 
brandt (see Rec. 1925: 231). Jacob Brouwer took the 
oath of allegiance in Sept. 1687 as a native and resi- 
dent of Breukelen. He is mentioned again as a resident 
of Breukelen in the Kings Co. census of 1698 with a fam 
ily of 1 male, 1 female and 6 children. He was mention- 
ed on the assessment list of Breukelen under date of 
Sept. 26, 168%, with 2 cows, 1 do. of 2 yrs. and 6 mor- 
gen of land and valley. 

By virtue of his marriage, the children of Jacob 
Brouwer, and consequently their descendants, can trace 
their line to the renowned Anneke Jans who was the 
grandmother of Jacob Brouwer's wife. Many claims of 
descent from Jacob Brouwer and Anneke Bogardus should, 
however, be eliminated. Teunis Bergen and many others, 
following his assertions, have ascribed children or des- 
cendants to Jacob who are not evident from the authentic 
records and as a matter of fact can be shown to belong 
to other branches of the family. Based on family rec- 
ords, three children,whose official records cannot be 
found, have been ascribed to Jacob and his wife, namely: 
Jonas, born in 1691, Jan, born in 1692, and Adolph, born 
Oct. 5, 1693 (Rec. 1925:232; Rec. 1926: 82-83; Rec.19283 
294-5 and April issue; Brouwer notes in the Hill Manu- 
script at the N.Y.Gen. and Biog. Society). Of Adolph 
it has now been definitely proven that he was a son of 
Nicolaes Brouwer (one of Jacob's brothers, see under 
Nicolaes, to follow); of the other two there is no evi- 
dence that such sons ever existed. This conclusion 
would also follow from the fact that in 1698 Jacob was 
shown to be father of six children then living, in the 
census report quoted ante. This checks with the number 
of children whose baptisms were recorded previous to 
that date and who were all alive in that year. I have 
therefore omitted these three supposed children and 
will enumerate those only who are proven by the records. 
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Children of Jacob Brouwer and Anneke Bogardus :#

tAccording to Lee: Geneal. of the State of New Jersey, Jacob, a 
son of Sybrant Brouwer, bapt. NYDR War. 2, I707, married on Nov. 2, 
172 (he was only 17 years old) Lea Studhard and had a son John 
who mar. Catherine Verwey, who in turn had a son Elias. This in- 
formation is entirely wrong. It was Jan Brouwer a son of Isaac 
Brouwer (Adam/, Pieter2, Uldrick3) who mar. Catharina (Tryntie) 
Verwey. They had no son Elias. 

Similar, and even worse, information is contained in the Newark 
Evening Journal, No. 4925. John Brouwer and Catherine Verwey here 
have a son Elias Brouwer born 1760, mar. Elisabeth Palmer, and the 
latter have a son Isaac, born June 10, 1781, etc. Not only is it 
untrue that the said John and Catherine had a son Elias (they had 
a son of different name born in 1760), but Lies Brouwer of Monmouth 
County mar. N.Y.lic. Jan. 27, 1753, Elisabeth Palmer; so the birth 
dates assigned to both Elias and Isaac mst be wrong. 

The very inaccurate Harlem Register by Toler shows that Jacob 
Brouwer, the son of Sybrandt, who mar. in 1736 Hester Bodine, had 
a first wife, Cornelia Brouwer, daughter of Jacob Brouwer and Pie- 
ternella’de la Montagne, born Feb. 27, 1712. A daughter named 
Cornelia of this couple is unknown; incidentally, they had a son 
Johannes bapt. Mar. 19, 1712. The mar. is said to have taken place 
Apr. 3, 1734, and to have produced two sons: Henry, b. 1734; and 
William, b. Nov. 13, 1735, who mar. Apr. , 1762, Elizabeth Dutcher. 
This last marriage took place at Tarrytown, but om Feb. 2, 1760, 
and the groom was a y.m. from Mile Square who belongs to a differ- 
ent branch of the family. This information is utterly unreliable.

Jarob Brouwer of Kings Co. was in 1715 enlisted in 
the nilitia. In a deed of Feb. 11, 1717, Brkl., Jacob, 
Evrar:| and Sybrandt Brouwer of New York were mentioned. 
Children of Jacob Brouwer are mentioned in the will of 
Rachel Smith (she was a sister of Petronella de la Mon- 
tagne) under date of Sept. 17, 1757. She calls Jacob 
Brower her brother-in-law and mentions his children, 
‘viz.: Jacob, John, Everhardus and Abraham Brewer. To 
the latter she leaves her sermon book. (NYHSW, 5:218; 
see also corrections, but there is a mistake in the 
correction,-Bruner should read Brewer.) See Brouwer 
Corrections II, Record, 191:332, for a supposed des- 
cent from this couple which I have there proven to be 
wrong. 

Although not mentioned in the will cited above, Ber- 
gen in his Bergen Genealogy: 367-8n, mentions a fifth 
son, Cornelis Brouwer, supposedly b. Nov. 9, 1730. This 
statement has been followed by others, and is so shown 
in DAR Lineage Book 61:158, According to the informa- 
tion contained in the latter, he was b. in Westchester 
Co. and d. in 1805. He served in Capt. Brouwer's Com- 
pany according to this source. By family records he nm. 
Mary Archer, b. Apr. 21, 1733, belonging to the well- 
known Westchester Co. family. Bergen shows their chil- 
dren. I have found no records to show that Cornelis 
belonged to this branch of the family, in fact I have 
as yet been unable to place him definitely in the gene- 
alogy, but I do not believe that he belongs here.*

The will of Adam Brewer 
of Squan Cone, Shrewsbury twp., Monmouth Co., is dated 
Aug. 22, 1768 and proved Mar. 15, 1769. It names son 
William; wife Mary (mentioning her former hushand John 
Curtis); son George; son Elazerius (and his son Adam); 
daus. Magdalena (under 21), Hannah, Elizabeth, Rachel, 
Mary, Margaret, Deborah; son-in-law, James La Fetra,.

The children mentioned in the wills are to be found 
in Monmouth County. Stillwell (6:51) makes a mistake 
in stating that Elazerius was a son of Adam by his sec- 
ond wife, Deborah Allen.

Magdalen, not yet 21 when her father made his 
will, m. according to notes at the Holland Society, a 
Hulse. (Magdalen Brewer who m. William van Note and 
whose son Thomas van Note m. in 1771 Dorothy Havens 
would be much older than this Magdalen who was under 21 
in 1768.) Deborah m. 1755 Jeremias Fearce. The Crop- 
sey notes at the Long Island Historical Society give, 
however, a different version, They list an additional 
dau.

Apr. 15, 
MDC:51). The name was spelled Dreths, Dregs, Dret, etc., 
but his descendants bore the neme Drake and it may be a 
garbled version of this English name.* Josias Dret 
joined the NYDR church on May 28, 1679 (Record, 9:16). 
Josias Jansz Dreth had come to New Netherland in 1661 
according to his statement when taking the oath of alle- 
giance. He lived at Brooklyn, where he was assessed on 
Sept. 26, 1683, for 1 poll and 1 horse. According to 
the Drake Genealogy, he resided in Newtown, L.I., in 
1692, and died there 1701. 

The parents did not follow the Dutch system when nam- 
ing their children, which may indicate a non-Dutch des- 
cent for Josias. They had no children named for Adam 
Brouwer nor for his wife, and their eldest son was named 
for the father. 


*It has been suggested that Jannetje Dret "from Amsterdam" who 
became a church member at NYDR on March 4, 1675, four. years before 
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Josias, was a relative of Josias Dreth. However, she m. NYDR 1681 
(MDC:49) Johannes Pauluszen (Jurcksen), j.m. van de Esorus, by 
whom she had the following children:

The latter m. as his widow, 1663 (MDC:28) Willem van der 
Schueren., On the other hand, a studv of the sponsors for the chil- 
dren of Josias Dret (Drake) does not indicate anv relationship with 
the foregoing. 

There was in addition Jan Dereth "from Utrecht" at Albany, who 
died there in 1669 without leaving any children.

1760 and vroved 1765, and a dau. of Joseph's son Antho- 
ny.* But again the proof is lacking and the problem of 
John's marriage(s) is still unsolved. Of the twelve

* JOSIAH NOYES OF FALMOUTH, MAINE 
AND HIS CHILDREN 


By Sybil Noyes, of Saco, Maine 


Josiah+ Noyes (Joseph?, Cutting®, Nicholas?), long a 
well-placed and active resident of Falmouth, Maine, was 
born in Newbury, Mass., Sept. 8, 1712, and was of Fal- 
mouth Oct. 1, 1737, when he filed marriage intentions 
there with his second cousin, Mary Lunt, daughter of 
Benjamin and Hannah (Noyes) Lunt of Newbury. [The will 
of Benjamin Lunt, gentleman, of Newbury, made Aug. 13, 
1762, named sons James and Benjamin, daughters Anne, 
wife of Stephen Moody, and Mary, wife of Josiah Noyes, 
and daughter-in-law, Jane Lunt (Essex Probare, 40:55). 
Jane was the widow of his son Ephraim. The two surviv- 
ing sons, as well as the daughter Mary, were residents 
of Falmouth. ] Josiah and Mary were married in Newbury 
March 2, 1737/8, and spent their married life in Fal- 
mouth, all but the first few years on the former Zacha- 
rieah Brackett place, long known as Back Cove Farm. 
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Joseph Noyes, Esq., of Falmouth bought this property in 
April, 1745, for £700 Bills of last Emission [York Deeds 
25:70], Placed his son Josiah thereon and ten years la- 
ter willed it to him, together with one hundred acres 
out of the testator's own home place next Capt. Isaac 
Ilsley's. Josiah and his brother Peter were the execu- 
tors of their father's will and the residuary legatees 
{Maine Wills (Sargent), p. 76]. 

Some Josieh spent three days in service fortifying 
Falmouth in November, 1775. This may have been Josiah, 
as every able-bodied resident may have been called upon 
to do his bit after Mowat burned the town, but long ser- 
vice in 1779 in the Penobscot Expedition, sometimes 
credited to him, is incredible. 

The date of his death is not on record and early Cum- 
berland probate records were burned long ago. However, 
in the Eastern Herald of Feb. 18, 1796, a son-in-law, 
James Lunt, gave notice that he had "taken upon himself 
the trust of an administration upon the estate of Josiah 
Noyes, late of Falmouth, gentleman, deceased,” and in 
the Eastern Herald and Gazette of Maine of March 9, 1797, 
another son-in-law, 1saac Parsons, advised that he had 
assumed the trust "in the room of James Lunt, Esq., now 
removed at his own request." 

Mery (Lunt) Noyes died at the Parsons home in New 
Gloucester, Jan. 21, 1801, aged 81 [Eastern Herald and 
Maine Gazette, Jan. 26, 16011, and her gravestone still 
stands in that town. 

In 1802-1803 by seven deeds the home farm passed to 
Mr. James Deering for $8,2)5. There were also other 
Falmouth lands and an, extensive Durham property. 

Children of Josiah4 and Mary (Lunt) Noyes, born in 
Falmouth (dates of birth from Willis's History of Port- 
land, p. 862): 


i. Hannah, b. Oct. 28, 1738; d. before Dec. 1751. 

ii. Joseph, b. Sept. 14, 1740; m. (1) July 28, 1763, Ann 
Moody; m. (2) Nov. 28, 1767, Mary (Cobham) Stickney, 
who d. Oct. 3, 1772, aged 33; m. (3) int. at Boston, 
Apr. 21, 1779, Mrs. Elizabeth Turell, who outlived him. 
He was prominent in Falmouth; town treasurer; many 
times selectman and representative, holding the latter 
office through the “evolution. The Gazette of Maine 
of Oct. 22, 1795, reported the death of Joseph Noyes, 
Esq., on Oct. 13 "at Capisick, after a painful illness 
which he bore with astonishing fortitude," and paid 
tribute to him as a man, a citizen, and a patriot. His 
gravestone and that of his second wife Mary stand in 
the Eastern Cemetery. Ilis son Jacob Noyes was appoint- 
ed administrator (Eastern Herald of Dec. 17, 1795). 
Joseph's heirs deeded two-eighths of his father's home- 
stead (Cumberland Deeds 0:12), which is now owned and 
occupied, through inheritance from the Deerings, by 
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another Noyes, a descendant of this Joseph ani of the 
Deerings. 

iii. Mary, b. Mar. 15, 1743; m. (1) in Falmouth, May 29, 1756, 
Paul Ellis, Captain (also called Colonel) in the Revol- 
utionary Army, who was killed in action June 28, 1778. 

(2) May 3, 1787, as his fourth wife, Isaac Par- 
sons, Esq., of New Gloucester, where she 4, July 1l, 
1810, aged 67 (Portland Gazette and Maine Advertiser, 
July 16, 1810). She and Isaac deeded one-eighth of the 
Noyes homestead (Cumberland Deeds 38:69). 

iv. Cutting (twin), b. Feb. 27, 1745, went early to Brunswick 
where he was associated with his brother-in-law Amos 
Lunt and brother Thomas Noyes. As far as knom, his 
onty-wife was Anne Martin whom he m, at Harpswell, Dec. 
2, 1790. He deeded one-eighth of the homestead (Cum- 
berland Deeds 0:125). Cutting d. in Brunswick, Feb. 
15, 1813, aged 68 (Town and newspaper records, also 
gravestone in First Parish Burying Ground, Brunswick), 
and not in 1849, aged 10h, as a granddaughter once re- 
ported. Deeds show widow Anne and her children, Jo- 
seph, Harriet, Mary and Jane. She d. Dec. 10, 18h1, 
aged 7 vears 7 months (stone in Pine Grove Cemetery, 
Brunswick).

Another Moses Noyes, his wife and children, have been 
confused or combined at times with the above Moses ana 
his family, and the trouble may have started with pub- 
lished records of the First Parish in Falmouth. There 
are grouped as one family five children baptized 1769- 
1787, two of them belonging to one Moses (wife Abigail) 
identified below, and three to another Moses (wife Abi- 
gail), the man whose record we have just given. 

Moses, son of Nehemiah and Anne (Stickney) Noyes, was 
born in Rowley, Mar. 18, 176, and went to Falmouth. 

By records kept by one branch of his family, he m. Abi- 
gail Thomes there Nov. 29, 1769 (evidently error for 
1768) and had five children. These children as record- 
ed at Gorham (the first two baptized in Falmouth) were: 
Thomas, b. and bapt. Nov. 5, 1769; Eunice, b. Apr. 21 
and bapt. Apr. 26, 1772; Moses, b. Nov. 15, 17743; John, 
b. Oct. 27, 1777; Nathaniel, b. Apr. 3, 1780. Deeds 
also show the wife of this Moses as Abigail Thomes of 
Falmouth, and show both of Falmouth in 1771, of Gorham 
in 1776. woses of Gorham bought in North Yarmouth in 
1785, was living there in 1789, and apparently never 
was of Falmouth after 1776. (Cumberland Deeds 11:67, 
4753 14:85; 163361.) 

xiii. Thomas, b. Feb. , 1762, had a short Revolutionary ser- 
vice as a private in Capt. Pride's company in October, 
1779. As a young man he joined his brother Cutting in 
Brunswick and was m. in Harpswell by the Rev. Samuel

selectman of Brunswick, his only public service seen. 
About 1827 this family removed to Whitefield, Maine, 
where they had no known family or property connection 
and where "Thomas Noyes formerly of Brunswick" died at 
age of 69 (Portland Advertiser, June 2, 1831). Deeds 
show that much property passed through his hands dur- 
ing his active life, but there are none to indicate 
that he left any appreciable estate. In July, 1835, 
his widow Mary of ‘hitefield gave a power of attorney 
to Dr. Jonathan Page of Brunswick (Cumberland Deeds 
143190); in 1849, while living with her son William 
Noyes in Saco, she and her sister Margaret (Mrs. Tho- 
mas Emery of Newbury) gave a deed as heirs-at-law of 
their brother James Sutherland of Portland (ibid., 217: 
107). In 1850, Mrs. Mary, aged 81, was with her son 
Manthano in Gardiner, and she d. Oct. 12, 1857, aged 
86 (gravestone, Pine Grove Cemetery, Brunswick); but,- 
she was baptized at Falmouth on June 19, 1768. Nine 
children born and recorded at Brunswick. 


Josiah and Mary (Lunt) Noyes are often credited with 
another daughter, Sarah, who married Moses Lunt in 1773, 
but this is disproved by the fact that this Sarah had no 
interest in the hoyes estate, although she outlived Jo- 
siah and Mary (Cumberland Deeds, 99:100, signed in 1823). 
In Willis's corrected list of Josiah's children (p. 862) 
he did not include Sarah, whom he had twice previously 
named as a daughter (pp. 827-8). It is surmised that 
she was the Sarah baptized in Newbury, July 29, 1753, 
daughter of Nehemiah and Anne (Stickney) Noyes, and was 
living at Falmouth or nearby with one of her several 
brothers who had settled there.

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“FRAZEE-OSBORN-CLIVER PROBLEMS 
NEW JERSEY

"It's so because I saw it in a bookt" Many of us 
still cling to spurious forefathers because some compil- 
er of an obsolete book made a mistake. ‘The Frazee-Os- 
born-Oliver families of Elizabethtown, N.J., are a case 
in point. Enthusiastic but ill-advised descendants of 
Joseph Frazee bemuse themselves with the belief that 
they are also descendants of Thomas Osborn and Josiah 
Stanborough. At most only four of Joseph Frazee's chil- 
dren were borne by Mary Osborn, daughter of Stephen of 
Elizabethtown. Proof is to be found in N.J.Archives 
(Abstracts of Wills), easily accessible to anyone Inter 
ested enough to seek for and accept the truth. 

Joseph Frazee, Sr., dated his will Jan. 8, 1713/1, 
Elizabethtown. He was born presumably 1635-0; he was 
a Presbyterien and may have been Scottish. He sub- 
scribed to the Oath of Allegiance, 1665, and was a first 
settler but not a proprietor. He had a house and lot, 
6 acres, next to David Ogden, and was.living near Echo 
Lake, on the Minisink Trail, from about 1665 to 1682; 
he owned 135 acres there (ref. Oren Frazee Ws., IAG Lib- 
rary, Chicago). His name appears in Elizabethtown rec- 
ords, 1665, 1679, 1662, and on until his death. He was 
a large larnd-owner (N.J.Archives, vol. 21) and was no 
penniless adventurer when he arrived. He was already 
married and had some young children, 1665. 

ris first wife probably died near Echo Lake before 
1682 end was perhaps buried on the family farm there. 
Joseph may have been interested in a forge, as iron was 
worked in that region very early, but no records have 
been seen to prove this. Nor are there, so far, rec- 
ords rerarding the first wife. That her name was Pos- 
thumous or a variant of that unusual name seems likely; 
the reason being that Posthume, Humas, Hume and other 
corruptions apyear with great persistence in Joseph's 
descendants even through the fourth generation. 

Josrerh Frazee married second, Osborn, daughter 
of Stephen? Osborn (born 163, will 169), irgved July 
20, 1698, Eljzabethtown ) and his wife, Sarah< Stanbor- 
ough (Josiah+ of Southampton, L.I.). In his will (N.J. 
Arch. 21:287), Stephen Osborn mentions specifically 
"Mary, wife of Joseph Frasey." Stephen Osborn married 
Sarah Stanborough about 1659, Southampton. The records 
of East Hampton prove the birth of their first son, 
Jeremiah Osborn, 1661. While it is possible that their 
deurhter Mary was born a trifle earlier than 1661, it 
seers more likely that the date was later, around 16643 
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to 1665, as she was the eldest daughter but not necessa- 
rily the eldest child. Stephen Osborn owned land, 168), 
on the "Minisink Path" (N.J.Arch. 21:73). 

Sarah Stanborough was daughter of Josiahl Stanborough 
who died at Sagg, L.I., 1661. He had children:

fore Frazee descendants claim that Sarah (Stanboroush) 
Osborn was daughter of Josiah© Stanborough and Ann Chat- 
field, but the dates disprove the claim. Stephen Os- 
born's Mary, born between 1660 and 1665, could not pos- 
sibly have been mother of the older children of Joseph 
Frazee. 

It was customary (though not invariable) for a tes- 
tator to name his sons according to sequence of birth, 
and the daughters also in their own sequence of birth 
but regardless of their position in the entire list of 
children. No matter if a girl was the first-born child, 
she usually was named after the sons in the will, but 
headed the list of girls. The will of Joseph Frazee 
mentioned daughters, proving that he had more than one 
girl, but without n+ming them. The sons were named in 
the following order: 


Edward 
Eliphalet 
Samue 1 
John 
Elisha 
Joseph 
Isaac 


Thus we infer that Edward was older than Eliphalet 
whose second child (Eliphalet) was born 1691 (Doniphan- 
Frazee Genealogy). The sons William and Joseph were 
dead by 1714 » SO we do not know precisely where they 
belong in the list. But Joseph lst (there were two sons 
named Joseph) was probably the eldest; his nuncupative 
will, hov. 7, 1693, mentions "brothers Edwerd and Wil- 
liam and three younger ones, and sister Mary." This 
would perhaps indicate that Elisha wes born after 1693, 
as were Joseph 2nd, Isaac, and Elizabeth who married 
Joseph Pike. These four could have been, and probably 
were, children by Mary Osborn.

Capt. Edward Frazee evidently 
lost his first wife and married a young rirl, a contem- 
porary of his grown daughters.

Mercy Oliver may have been born about 1688, as Samel 
Oliver's second child, but more likely she was much 
younger, since she was named fourth in the list of 
daughters in her father's will, with her sisters Sarah, 
Vary and Elizabeth presumably her elders. Fven if born 
1688, she would have been but ten years old at the date 
of birth (1698) assigned by Mr. Orer. Frazee to Edward 
Frazee's eldest daughter, Elizabeth. 


Thus e comparison of dates found in the wills and 
vital statistics of the above families indicates that 
only descendants of Joseph~ Frazee through his youngest 
four children may have a claim to Osborn and Stanbor- 
ough ancestry. The children of Edward© Frazee lack 
such a claim, and descendants through his three elder 
daughters lack also a claim to Oliver ancestry.

JUDSON FAV ILY ADDENDUM 


Through the kindness of Mr. Fobert H. Preston of Wyn- 
cote, Pennsylvania, we are in receipt of a copy of an 
old family record relating to the branch of Ephraim Jud- 
son (see The American Genealogist, 22:238). The original 
was dated Williston, Vt., 20th Oct. 1805, and the early 
part of the record was written by Eben Judson (1779-181)) 
the grandson of Ephraim and Abigail (Thompson) Judson, 
who presumably copied it from a still older family rec- 
ord. Following the record of Eben's own family, additi- 
onal entries were made by Rocius W. Judson and others. 
Eben Judson was the first postmaster of Williston, Vt.; 
his son, Gen. Rocius W. Judson, was father of John J. 
Judson, of Salt Lake City, who apparently made the copy 
about 1903.

David Winchell had but one wife, Elizabeth Filley, 
whom he married 17 November 1669, the mother of his 
children. Several authorities have civen him a second 
wife, Mary Griffin, the daughter of John! Griffin, who 


was born 1 March 1651. Among these are the Register of 
the Society of Colonial Wars in the State of Connecticut 
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(1941) and The Winchell Genealogy. Let us first examine 
the Register:

It is obvious that Mary Griffin could not have mear- 
ried both David Winchell and Samuel Wilson the seme day. 
The Register gives a daughter, Martha Winchell, born at 
suffieta about 1678, daughter of David and Mary (Grif- 
fin) Winchell. Martha's birth is not recorded on the 
Suffield Vital Records, but she was the daughter of Da- 
vid and Elizabeth as will appear. 

The Winchell Genealogy, pages 63-6, makes Mary Grif- 
fin the second wife and mother of all the children ex- 
cept the first child, Joseph. The mistake seems to have 
originated in Stiles's History of Ancient Windsor, Vol. 
2, page 825, where the marriage is given of David Win- 
chell to Elizabeth Filley, November, 1669, and then the 
first three children: Joseph, be 13 Sept. 1670; Christ- 
ian, be 9 Mar. 1673; and Elizabeth, b. 7 Dec. 1675. . 
These are all the children given. Under this is noted: 
David Winchell m. 1 May 1672 Mery Griffin. If this last 
statement were correct and referred to the David Win- 
chell who married Elizabeth Filley, then only one child, 
Joseph, could be Elizabeth's, and that is so stated in 
The Winchell Genealogy. However, the vital records of 
Suffield, Conn., make it all clear. ‘Two of the children 
(Mary and Jedediah) are called children of David and 
Elizabeth; and the death record of Elizabeth, 23 June 
1728, reads: Elizabeth, widow of David (Vol. 1, p. 13). 

Samuel Wilson and his wife Mary Griffin had a large 
family. Mary (Griffin) Wilson's death should be checked 
since the death date of Elizabeth (Filley) Winchell has 
been substituted for hers. For Wilson, see Savage's 
Genealogical Dictionary, Vol. 4, page 588.

1 THE IDENTITY OF MARY (ANDREWS) SHIPMAN 
By Genevieve Tylee Kiepura, of Des Moines, Iowa 


Every Mary Andrews whose name appears in Connecticut 
records by 1663 has been checked and accounted for with 
the exception of two: Mary (Chandler) Andrews, who was 
the wife of William Andrews, Jr., and was granted a div- 
orce, with freedom to remarry, Oct. 16, 1661 [New Haven 
Colony Records, 2:25]; and Mary, daughter of the above 
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William Andrews, Jr., who was born at New Haven, Jan. li, 
1650 [1650/1] (New Haven Vital Records, 1:5]. 

This Mary (Chandler) Andrews seems to be the only one 
who could have married Edward Shipman of Saybrook, July 
1, 1663. If she were the one, then she took her young 
daughter with her to Saybrook. Here, again, is the only 
eveitlable raved to marry John Pratt, tailor, of Saybrook, 
ve. 10, 1676. 

Vital Records of Saybrook list the children of Edward 
and Mary Shipman, including two girls, Hannah (who mar- 
ried first, John Large of Haddam, second, John<- Whittle- 
sey of Saybrook) and Abigail (who married Thomas Butler); 
no Mary. Yet the probate of the estate of Mary Shipman, 
August 30, 170), proves that she had a daughter Mary, 
then named Mary Parker. 

There does not seem to be a death record for John 
Pratt, tailor, but if his wife was the daughter of Wil- 
liam and Mary Andrews, and if he was deceased (he was 
living in 169) when he signed a deed, Saybrook Land Rec- 
ords, 1:23%3), then his widow may have married a Parker 
before 1704. The only unidentified Mary Parker we have 
found was the second wife of Joseph? Parker, who was 
born 169, married first, Hannah Gilbert, whose death is 
not of record, and died 1725 leaving a widow Mary. 

We believe that the apparent connection between the 
divorcee, Mary (Chandler) Andrews, and her daughter Mary 
(Andrews) (Pratt?) Parker, points satisfactorily to the 
identification. As Colonel Chester wrote regarding 
another problem,-"while admitting that this evidence 
might not be sufficient to contest an estate at law, I 
submit that morally it is of the strongest character." 
The writer will welcome further data on the connections 
and conclusions set forth herein. 


SAMUEL WESTCOTT OF NORWICH, CONNECTICUT

his only wife, Samuel4 Westcott of New London and Nor- 
wich, Conn., son of Samuel} (Robert©, Stukeley+). 

The Stukeley Westcott Family by R. L. Whitman (1932) 
has several serious errors in its account of the family 
of Samuel? Westcott of Kingston, R. I., and New London, 
Conn. His family is correctly given, together with a 
full copy of his will, in One Branch of the Miner Family 
(1928) by, Lillian L. (Miner) Selleck, pp. 184-185. 

Samuel+ Westcott died in Norwich, Conn., 25 Aug. 1750. 
He was survived by his widow, Elizabeth (Turner), and 
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four children: Phebe, Bette, Samuel and Naomi, the young- 
est, Naomi, being posthumous, the unborn child mentioned 
in his will. 

His will, dated 16 Aug. 1750, was proved at Norwich, 
Conn., Sept. 1750 [New London Probate District]. He 
orders all just debts and funeral charges to be paid. 
"To my Lovin. wife Bette all ye Household Goods that was 
hers or by her brought to my Estate. I also give to My 
s? Wife ye use and Improvement of all my Estate for ye 
space of fourteen years from my Deceas to bring up My 
Children withall and My will is that all My Estate be 
Soald (Except my Roan Mare which I give to My said Wife) 
at ye Discresion of My s° Wife and My Brother Andrew Wa- 
terhouse Samuel Taber and Pardon Taber or such of them 
as shall be then Living when they Shall think Proper 
within ye s@ term of fourteen years and that they Make 
and Execute Conveyance thereof accordingly ... to My s 
Wife 500 pounds in old ten™ bills of Publick Credit to be 
paid to her at ye End of s@ fourteen years and to be 
Equal in Value to ye Same Sum in s¢ Bills at this Day 
(viz) Equal to Co™4 Silver at 4% pound per ounce ... to 
each of My two Daughters (viz) Phebe and Bettie 500 
pounds apeace in like Money to be paid to Each of them 
at ye End of s@ fourteen years. And whereas My s@ wife 
is Now with Child if it should be a Daughter She Shall 
have of My Estate 500 pounds ip Like Money as aboves® to 
be paid to her at ye End of s®° fourteen years but if ye 
Child ... Should be a Son My Will is that He Should have 
ye one half of all ye Remainder of My Estate ... J Give 
and Bequeath to My Son Samuel all ye Remainder of all my 
Estate Not above Disposed of and My Will is that if ye 
Child with which my s% Wife is Now Pregnant Should be a 
Son and that if Either of My Son's [sic] Should Die with- 
out issue that ye Survivor of My s¢? Son's Should have ye 
Whole willed to both of them and allso that if Either of 
my Dafters Shoyld Die without Issue her or their part or 
Legise to My s@ Son or Son's ... If my S@ wife Should 
marry before s¢ fourteen years are Expired then She Shall 
have and Receiv at ye time of her Marriage all before 
Given to her Except ye improvement and use of My so Es- 
tate which in Such Case is to be Rec by My s% Brother 
Andrew Waterhouse and by him Disposed of for ye bring- 
[ing] up and use of My s% Children and if My s@ Wife 
Should Die without any other Issue Except my Children 
then what is above given to her to be Equaly Divided to 
and among my Daughters ..." 

He named his wife and “Brother [brother-in-law] Andrew 
Waterhouse” executors. The will is signed by Samuel 
Wescote. Witnesses; James Harris, Nathan Stedman, and 
Jonathan Turner. 

In the probate file of the estate there are twenty- 
four documents. In an account filed by Andrew Watrous 
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(Waterhouse] as executor, 13 Feb. 1753, there is an item; 
"Allowed to the Widow for nurturing a Small Infant Child, 
hO pounds." There is also a court order, 16 Feb. 1753, 
signed by G. Saltonstall, Judge of Probate: "The Widow 
Eliz® Wastecoat is apointed Guardian to all her Children, 
Capt. Stephen Lee and Mr. Isaac Turner, Suretys, in 2,000 
pounds Lawful money." The children are listed as Phebe, 
Elizabeth, Samuel and Naomi. 


PEDIGREE TIMBER FOR LAWRENCE 
OF ST. JAMES, SOUTHELMHAM, CO. SUFFOLK

It happens that there exists a document giving authen- 
tic evidence as to the offspring of John Lawrence I, 
grandfather of Mrs. Anne (Lawrence), wife of Rev. Robert 
Peck of Hingham, Mass. This manuscript, beirig primary 
source material, permits reconstruction of this genera- 
tion independently, and therefore provides a test of the 
Tanner Ms. pedigree at The Bodleian Library, Oxford, in 
respect to this generation. 

The document is the Inquisition Post Mortem of John 
Lawrence taken at Bury St. Edmunds, co. Suffolk, 4 Aug. 
11 James I (1614). Such Inquisitions, from a genealogi- 
cal viewpoint, often give no further assistance than the 
name and age of the heir at the death of the deceased. 
But as luck will sometimes have it, this one, in the 
course of determining the land holdings of the departed, 
recites at length a settlement, which supplies all the 
information a detailed will contains. By charter of 2 
Feb. 2 James I (1605), John Lawrence enfeoffed Thomas 
Skyner, William Sandcroft, Henry Barker-and Hogann' Jew- 
ell of the premises known as Toppesfeildes in Fressing- 
field (some few acres excepted) to the use of: John him- 
self for life and then to the use of Nathaniel, his son, 
and his male heirs, or in default of male heirs, half to 
the use of John his older son (filij senior'), and Tho- 
mas, James, Anna Salmon, Marie Chandelor, crace Girling, 
Martha Dowsing and Anna Echard, his sons and daughters, 
their hsirs and assigns, and the other half to the fe- 
male heirs of Nathaniel and, in default, to the right 
heirs of.himself, John Lawrence the father. 

According to the Inquisition, John Lawrence the fa- 
ther died 2 Jan. 8 James I (1611) at Fressingfield, and 
John Lawrence his son, the next heir, was then aged 50 
years and more [I.P.M. Chan. Ser. 4335/29 at Public Rec- 
ord Office, London]. 

In consequence of the above, the short Will of John 
Lawrence of Fressingfield, proved 11 Jan. 1610/11, which 
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mentions only a son Nathaniel by name should be assigned 
to the father, John Lawrence I, as given by Mr. Schuyler 
Lawrence (ante, 23:83), rather than to the son, John 
Lawrence II, as the present writer inferred (ante, 23: 
220). Furthermore, a son Nathaniel (not in the Tanner 
Ms.) must be credited to John I, though it is still pos- 
sible that John II also had a son by that name. Four of 
the daughters of John I, namely, Anna Salmon, Maria 
Chandelor,# Grace Girling and Martha Dowsing, are not in 
the Tanner Ms. The marriages of both Grace and Martha 
are recorded in the parish register of Fressingfield, as 
given in my previous article.

NOTES 
Morris-Gott-Mansfield 


Through the courtesy of Miss Ella M. Holcomb of Burl- 
ington, Vt., it is learned that Mrs. Mary Backus of New 
York has identified the wife of Daniel© Gott (Charlesl) 
of Wenham, Mass., Elizabeth Morris (married 2 Jan. 1665, 
recorded at Lynn, Mass.), with Elizabeth daughter of Tho- 
mas Morris of New Haven, Conn., where she was baptized 
20 Dec. 163. 

Edward Holyoke died at Rumney Marsh, ) May 1660, and 
ave legacies to his kinsman, Thomas Morris of Newham 
New Haven in abbreviated form must be understood], and 

to his kinswoman, Mary Mansfield. 

John Mansfield of Lynn (son of Robert and Elizabeth 
and brother of Andrew and Joseph) had a wife whose name 
is not revealed in his probate; she is always mentioned 
as his wife or widow [Essex County Probate, 401:5, 10; 
311:314, 415; 312:149]. His will, probated in 1671, left 
his estate "unto my Cozen Daniel Gott his now wife & his 
heirs who....freely begotten of his now wife....but if 
they both shall depart this life without a lawful heir" 
the estate is to go to his brother Andrew's children. 
This was provisional—"if Daniel Gott & his family come 
to Lynn & live with me and my wife at Lynn during our 
lives." Many years later, in 1715, Daniel Gott quit- 
claimed to the Mansfield family the estate of John Mans- 
field, stating that though he did for many years profit 
and enjoy the land and the living, he had not carried 
out the provisions of the will. 

The wife of John Mansfield is probably the Mary Mans- 
field called kinswoman by Edward Holyoke, who cannot be 
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accounted for as any Mansfield girl or wife unless she 
was the wife of John. The wife of Daniel Gott who was 
Wcousin" (niece) of John Mansfield's wife was Elizabeth 
Morris. The only Elizabeth Morris suitable in age who 
has been located was the daughter of Thomas Morris of 
New Haven, who was also called kinsman by Edward Holyoke. 

The logical inference is that Thomas Morris and Mary 
the wife of John Mansfield were brother and sister, and 
relatives of Edward Holyoke; and that Elizabeth Morris, 
the wife of Daniel Gott, was daughter of Thomas Morris 
and hence niece of the wife of John Mansfield. 


‘David Taylor of Concord 


Some marriages performed at Concord, Mass., by Rev. 
John Whiting and not found in the town records were pub- 
lished in The American Genealogist, 17:23. One was the 
marriage on 4 June 172) of David Taylor to [Ruth] Davis. 
I take it that the bride's given name was omitted or il- 
legible and was supplied by the contributor, as David and 
Ruth Taylor had two children recorded in Concord. How- 
ever, the fact seems to be that she was Hannah Davis, and 
Ruth was a later wife as will be shown. 

David Taylor, son of Abraham and Mary (Whitaker) Tay- 
lor, was born in eastern Concord, Jan. 31, 1698. In 1727 
he bought from the widow of Eleazer Davis (whose will he 
had witnessed) the first of several tracts of land that 
he was to acquire from members of the Davis family and 
others, all of which adjoined or were in the vicinity of 
the farm of the late Eleazer, probably the father of his 
wife Hannah. This land was in the part of Concord which 
about that time was taken into the new town of Bedford. 

David was one of the founders of the first church of 
Bedford, and his name and that of his wife Hannah occur 
frequently in its records. had eight .children, be- 
ginning with Hannah, born May 26, 1725, followed by Da- 
vid 1727, Jonathan 1730, Mary 1731, Eleazer 173), Sarah 
1736, Lydia 1738, and Elizabeth who was born shortly be- 
fore the death of the mother, Sept. 5, 17). All of 
these births were recorded in Bedford. 

David married second, Feb. 5, 1745, Ruth Jones of Con- 
cord and went to that town to live, retaining his proper- 
ty in Bedford for several years, some of it until late in 
life, but no longer adding to his holdings in Bedford. 
Two children, Lucy, bapt. 177, and Hepsibah, bapt. 1748, 
were born to them in Concord. 

There is no question that David of Concord and Bedford 
was the same individual. On Aug. 30, 1756, David Taylor 
of Concord signed a deed, signed also by his wife Ruth, 
conveying land in Townsend to his sons David and Eleazer 
Taylor of Bedford [Middlesex Deeds, 55:8]. 

To complete the marriage record of David Taylor which 
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never, I think, has been published in an assembled form: 
Ruth died Apr. 6, 1761, and David married third, Oct. 25, 
1761, Sarah (Stevens) Hemingway, the widow of the first 
minister of Townsend, Mass., Rev. Phineas Hemingway. She 
died July 29, 1766, according to her headstone in the 
Townsend cemetery, and the persistent David married for 
the fourth time, July 23, 1767, Sarah (Boynton), once the 
widow of Abiel Richardson, but then the widow of William 
Parker of Groton. Both were living in 1776.: 

It is evident from the foregoing that the first wife 
of David Taylor was Hannah (not Ruth) Davis, probably 
the daughter of Eleazer and Eunice (Potter) Davis of Bed- 
ford, born Oct. 18, 1707. Propinquity points to her; no 
other Hannah Davis appears in Concord or Bedford records 
who is suitable in age; David Taylor showed a strong 
preference during Hannah's lifetime for land out of or 
adjacent to the estate of Eleazer Davis; and he named a 
son Eleazer. 

C. E. Potter in his Old Families of Concord names Han- 
nah Devis of Bedford as the wife of Benjamin Wheeler. No 
evidence for this appears, but Benjamin Wheeler, Junior, 
who removed to Pepperell, Mass., married Hannah Davis of 
Townsend who died Aug. 10, 1818 in her 77th year, clear- 
ly a different person. Benjamin Wheeler, Senior, was of 
our Hannah's generation, but he married, Apr. 6, 1736, 
Rebecca Lee, who died Apr. 17, 1752; he then married a 
Lucy who appears as the mother of his children until she 
died Dec. 28, 1767. It is clear from his will that Ben- 
jamin was living with a third wife, whose name is not 
given, in 1777. However, there is no reason to suppose 
that this third wife was Hannah Davis, who in any event 
could not have married him until after the death of his 
second wife in 1767 when Hannah was over 60. That seems 
unlikely, and the reasons given for identifying her as 
the first wife of David Taylor are more cogent.

To the Subscribers: 


Tempora Mutantur. New Times, new customs. The Gene- 
alogist with the present issue appears in a new dress. 

In past years the subscribers have paid a good price 
for the magazine, but the hard fact remains that current 
subscriptions never paid more than the bare printing ex- 
penses. From the sale of back issues and sets, the pub- 
lisher has ottained something towards defraying his own 
time and (when he could obtain one) the pay of an aide. 
Averaged over the years, it has been meagre recompense 
for the operations involved: correspondence with con- 
tributors; preparation of accepted articles for print- 
ing; proof-reading each issue; typing envelopes for each 
issue, stamping and mailing them; keeping records of 
subscriptions and sales; correspondence with subscribers; 
mailing renewal notices; indexing each volume; and proof 
reading the index. One who has never enjoyed the experi- 
ence can have little conception of the time and labor in- 
volved in all this and in many minor details not even 
mentioned in this summary of the publisher's tasks. 

Faced with impossible printing increases, we had but 
three choices: 1-Kill the magazine; 2-Raise the price to 
about $1.00 a volume; 3-Turn to lithoprinting. From 
many quarters protests reached us against abandoning the 
magazine. Although many popular magazines have doubled 
their price—and some more than doubled it—the price 
which even in normal times has to be asked for a journal 
like the Genealogist which serves a special field and has 
a limited subscription list, is already so high that an 
increase of the necessary amount would cause an unpre- 
dictable loss of subscriptions, sufficient to cancel any 
benefit from the higher price. 

So we have turned to lithoprinting. It involves ac- 
quiring a new technique. This first issue is experi- 
mental, and if our judgment has been faulty or our exe- 
cution imperfect, we hope that improvement will be seen 
in subsequent issues. We ask your patience and your cm@- 
tinued support. Don't shoot the publisher—he is doing 
the best he can. 

Lithoprinting has advantages as well as disadvantages. 
The master-copy will be prepared in the office of the 
editor-publisher, which may improve accuracy and in some 
ways will make it easier to plan the issues ahead. It 
will increase the persomal burdens of the editor, but, 
Since lithoprinting costs less, there should be some pay, 
adequate or not, for the extra labor. Pedigree charts 
and columnar matter, for which printers made heavy extra 
charges, can now be included at no extra cost. 

Books received will be accorded brief notices. We 
can now resume a query section, open to subscribers only.
